À nioilon asking that SEC meet- 
ing bo open except for the dtscus- 
•Icm of siich things as employees' 
falarles and appointments was 
read and debated. A straw vote' 
was taken and tnore than three- 
quartets of the students present 
were In favour of the motion. 

The question of a referendum 
.rote on the. issue was brought up. 
fohn Gllman, President of the 
EUS, felt that, since thé eniilneen 



ings, it was the duty of George 
Hamilton, , the Engineering repre- 
sentativè onjjthejSEC, .^^^^ propose 
that a rcfcrendum'^be'teid.' Hamil- 
ton questioned 'wbether oF'not the 
engineers 'wanted open' meetings. 

Previous to all this, Gabriel 
Gagnon, President of NFCUS 
(National Federation of Canadian 
University Students) gave a short 
speech outlining ' the . changes that 
have taken 'place in the organizi^ 
tlon. He explained that the num- 
ber of votes a university hu il 
now proportional to the number of 
students at tliaf unlvejslty while 
at the same time fees have, been 
put 'on « . sliding scale. ' -

Dr. F. Cyril' James'- 'and'Dr. 'J. 
Convey, Director of the Federal 
Mines Branch welcomed the guests 
to the Conference on Coal Burning 
Turbines at McGill,' yesterday. Su 
extensive program is planned for 
the two day meeting. The purpose 
of this conference is to present 
findings for discussion and review. 
Over ninety delegates were gather- 
ed from Canada,' U.SJV.;| Great 
Britain, and South Africa. 
' A general review of ' six years 
of research at. the Gas Dynamics 
I.aboratory at the University was 
on the agenda. E. R. Mitchell, of 
the ' Mines Branch of ; Canada, re- 
viewed the; European' work done 
on the Solid. Fuel Turbine;. which 
concerned the progress of the Bri- 
tish, coal- indnsUy in respect to the 



fuel .turbine.- P. R. .Broadly and 
William Meyeri of the Locomotive 
Development Committee at Dun- 
kirk, N. Y., presented a lummsry 
of the progress of Direct Fired 
Gas Turbine Qperations In the U. 
S.''A; Professor D. L. Mordell, -Di- 
rector of the Gas Dynamics Lab- 
oratory and Department of Me- 
cha;ilcal Engineering at McGiÛi 
summarized the ' progress of the 
Indirect Fired Gas Turbine, and 
the Labdratofy 'run on the ■ "so- 
called'r. Mordçll' Cycle. i . !, : 
' Yesterday afternoon, a tour of 
the Gas Dynamics JLabbratory at 
Ste. Anne de Bellevue^was held. 
In the evening a réception took 
place at .the Faculty dub followed 
■by? a .dinner.' Mri.L. A» Forsyth, 
QC, President of the Dominion 
Steel- and Coal , Corporation, was 



the guest speaker at the . dinner. 
N. R. Crump, ' Presldeht of the 
CRR., said that "this is an attempt 
to further the development of the 
coal burning turbine and Is a 
worth while piece of . work".

^'nd s^ air of deRghtTill studies". We take exception to this statament. 
tt'is not that we nave anythiiia against tha. "bright countenanc* o^ 
truth", but rather we feel that tf»è''*aîr" of the undergraduat* reading 
rooms of the library Is anything but "quiet and still". 

..Granted there are a few times during the day when a pleasant 
hush fàllv oyer the library, but these blissful moments are generally 
limited to {ust before the library closes, when only students -who want 
to study are there. 

During the day, however, many students^ with spare time on their 
hands who want to come In out of tha cold enter tha library. Although 
these so called students represent a- minority, a|t tha "quiet and still 
a|r" vanishes when they enter. As they wander around^tjM^ibraiy 
looking for a place to rest, they are constantly on'-tbë leôtiowt foi' 
acqualntences with whom they can pats the time of day. Apparently 
It-is not socially acceptable to pau by a friend without stopping to 
talk to him even though he or his neighbours ' ar* studying. Simall 
wonder that tha libr,ary is referred to as a place to catch up on tho 
latest campus gossip and a place to obtain a last minute date. 

The- problem now arises as- to what can be done to bring back 
the "quiet and still air" and make study more delightful. Tha only 
solution we have so far came from one of cur profeuon who suggested 
that a library-users association be set up for tnose who want to use the 
library for study. These students would sit in an area reserved for 
them whera'they could study in peace.

Unfortunately, we do not as yet have any concrete plan for 
improving this situation.

Firstly, Mr. Stuart Smith should 
know that neither .Canadian nor 
Dritisli courts recognixe First, Se- 
cond of Third Pegree murder 
count5..They do; however, in the 
United >States;: (For. this .reakoii I 
asstme that -Mr. 'Smith k aii ' Ame- 
rican). British and Canadian courts 
recognize only , one murder count, 
and once charged with murder, an 
accused miut be sentenced to death 
if - a verdict of guilty is brought in. 
There is only the one sentence for 
murder. However, this docs not 
preclude the possibility of : 

PosslUlltles . • . 

A) an isppeal and new trial, in 
which the accused might be - ac- 
quitted. 

B) if he is not acquitted, the 
Crown might drop the murder 
charge and try him on a mans- 
laughter count The penalty for 
this is Life Imprisonment — in 
reality usually 20 years, often re- 
duced to 12 on good behaviour. 

' C) Once a man is sentenced to 
be -hanged, he can hope for one of 
three things : 

a) A stay of execution granted 
so that appeals can be mad& by the 
counsel for the defence. ^ 

b) Commutation Of. the sentence 
to life imprisonment by^ the Gov- 
cnioi^Gcnertlifof&Canada, The 
Home%éa«g#i«^mi.or, in 
thé States, "commutation can be 
granted by the state governor or 
the President 

c) The Prime. Minister may. also 
intervene, probably on the strength 
of Stuart Carson's' recommenda- 
tion.

Also, Mr. Smith's summary of the 
abolitionist's stand on capital pun- 
ishment was inaccurate in that it 
featured only the emotional-reli- 
gious argument (which, although 
true, tends to alienate people of a 
more practical mind from the 
cause).

^:lblt»uni*, Nov. 22-. (UP) — 
RuniÀ'ililéralded Olympia Baskat- 
baU Team, impressed its American 
observers tonight with an e«sy 
97-SO victory over Canada in the 
opening' competition of the 1930 
Classic- ■ » 
•."A, few houn after the Mth 
Olympiad was formally begun with 
a magnificent pageant witnessed 
by a crowd of 110,000, the Soyiets 
launched their quest to wip'vthe 
basketball crown that always has 
gone to the United States since 
the sport was ifiade part of the 
Olympic program in 1036. 

Coach Gerald Tucker and the 
U.S. team, sat. in. the- stands and 
^tchedi Ûi«;i; red^hirted Sovl.ct 
si^eedsten.; .trounce the Canadian 
team that was supposed to provide 
the taughest opposition in their 
four-nation round-robin prelimin- 
ary pool. 

The Americana and Bussians 
clash for the first time in the 
opening rowing., heats for pairs 
without coxswain at Lake Wendou- 
ree (at approximately 7:15 p.m. 
Est Thursday). 

Kruha^h, the towering. Latvian 
woodcutter who was chosen for the 
Soviet team. . to offset America's 
eustomaiy height advantage, took 
ônv'all^ the aspects' of a '^secret 
weapon'^ as he sat out the .entire 
game against Canada.
